Cargo  ship 
resumes 
journey 
after  bridge 
collapse 

PADUCAH  (AP)  — The 
cargo  ship  that  struck  a 
Kentucky  Lake  bridge, 
bringing  part  of  it  down, 
has  resumed  its  voyage  to 
Cape  Canaveral,  Fla. 

A  spokeswoman  for  the 
ship’s  owner,  Foss  Mar¬ 
itime,  told  The  Paducah 
Sun  that  the  Delta  Mariner 
left  the  shipyard  in  Padu¬ 
cah  on  Friday  evening.  The 
ship  had  arrived  on  Feb.  15 
for  repairs. 

The  ship  struck  the 
Eggner’s  Ferry  Bridge  on 
Jan.  26,  collapsing  a  322- 
foot  section  of  it  onto  the 
vessel’s  deck  and  into  the 
lake.  The  missing  span 
halted  traffic  on  U.S.  68 
between  the  western  shore 
of  the  lake  and  the  Land 
Between  the  Lakes  Na¬ 
tional  Recreation  Area. 

Most  of  the  visible  dam¬ 
age  to  the  ship,  which  was 
carrying  rocket  parts  for 
NASA  and  the  U.S.  Air 
Force,  was  to  handrails 
and  deck  machinery.

Fact  check: 

Candidates  kick  the  tires  —  and  truth 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Michigan 
has  become  squirm  central  for  Re¬ 
publican  presidential  candidates 
who  are  trying  to  explain  their  op¬ 
position  to  the  auto  bailout  before 
the  big  primary  in  the  home  of  au¬ 
tomakers. 

Their  tale  is  terribly  tangled,  and 
President  Barack  Obama  isn’t 
telling  it  straight  either. 

Obama,  in  taking  credit,  and  Re¬ 
publicans,  in  assigning  blame,  have 
ignored  one  driving  force  behind 
the  love-it-or-hate-it  bailout:  George 
W.  Bush  in  the  waning  days  of  his 
presidency.  Moreover,  GOP  rivals 
Mitt  Romney  and  Rick  Santorum 
would  have  people  believe  the 
United  Auto  Workers  union  runs 
General  Motors  and  the  government 
“gave”  it  away,  neither  true. 

The  issue  is  a  particularly  nettle- 
some  one  for  Romney,  Detroit-born 
son  of  a  Michigan  governor  and  auto 
company  chief  executive.  His 
provocatively  headlined  2008  arti¬ 
cle,  “Let  Detroit  Go  Bankrupt,”  has 
made  for  tortured  explanations  in 
the  campaign  for  the  Feb.  28  pri¬ 
mary  —  though  the  prescription  he 
preached  back  then  is  not  wholly  at 
odds  with  what  the  government  fi¬ 
nally  did. 

Then  again,  Romney  is  hardly  out 
on  a  Republican  limb.  Santorum  op¬ 
poses  the  bailout  on  similar 
grounds.  As  for  the  other  candi¬ 
dates,  Newt  Gingrich  raised  the 
wild  idea  that  Washington  might 
force  people  to  buy  GM  cars,  and 
Ron  Paul  believes  the  market 
should  let  companies  rise  or  fall 
without  the  government’s  interven¬ 
tion. 

A  look  at  some  of  the  persistent 
claims  about  the  bailout  and  how 
they  compare  with  the  facts: 


ROMNEY:  “If  General  Motors, 
Ford  and  Chrysler  get  the  bailout 
that  their  chief  executives  asked  for 
yesterday,  you  can  kiss  the  Ameri¬ 
can  automotive  industry  goodbye.  It 
won’t  go  overnight,  but  its  demise 
will  be  virtually  guaranteed.”  — 

Nov.  18,  2008,  New  York  Times  op-ed 
article. 

SANTORUM:  “If  they’d  have  gone 
through  the  orderly  bankruptcy 
process,  gone  through  a  structured 
bankruptcy,  they’d  have  come  out  in 
the  same  place,  only  we  would  have 
kept  the  integrity  of  the  bankruptcy 
process  without  the  government 
putting  its  fingers  into  it.”  —  June 
13  New  Hampshire  debate. 

THE  FACTS:  No  one  can  know 
what  would  have  happened  absent 
the  bailout.  But  it’s  a  distinctly  mi¬ 
nority  view  that  the  private  sector, 
raked  then  by  the  financial  crisis, 
would  have  nursed  Detroit  back  to 
health  without  a  massive  infusion  of 
federal  aid.  In  late  2008,  banks 
weren’t  making  many  loans,  much 
less  to  companies  that  were  out  of 
cash.  The  Bush  administration 
moved  fast  because  it  saw  no  time 
to  let  an  orderly  bankruptcy  unfold, 
even  if  banks  had  the  money  and 
the  will  to  steer  automakers 
through  the  process. 

Romney’s  grim  prognosis,  before 
GM  and  Chrysler  took  the  aid,  is  in 
stark  contrast  with  the  turnaround 
that  followed.  Last  week  GM  re¬ 
ported  a  record  profit  for  2011,  two 
years  after  the  company’s  near-col¬ 
lapse,  and  said  47,500  union  work¬ 
ers  will  get  $7,000  profit-sharing 
checks,  the  most  ever. 

Despite  the  bold  headline  —  now 
making  headlines  of  its  own  —  Rom¬ 
ney  laid  out  some  nuanced  ideas,  in¬ 
cluding  substantial  federal  aid. 


He  called  for  the  government  to 
guarantee  post-bankruptcy  financ¬ 
ing  and  to  back  up  warranties  so 
people  would  not  be  afraid  to  buy 
cars  from  the  fragile  companies. 
And  he  proposed  a  fivefold  increase 
in  federal  research  spending  on  en¬ 
ergy. 


OBAMA:  “On  the  day  I  took  of¬ 
fice,  our  auto  industry  was  on  the 
verge  of  collapse.  Some  even  said 
we  should  let  it  die.  With  a  million 
jobs  at  stake,  I  refused  to  let  that 
happen.  In  exchange  for  help,  we 
demanded  responsibility.  We  got 
workers  and  automakers  to  settle 
their  differences.  We  got  the  indus¬ 
try  to  retool  and  restructure.  Today, 
General  Motors  is  back  on  top  as 
the  world’s  No.  1  automaker. 
Chrysler  has  grown  faster  in  the 
U.S.  than  any  major  car  company. 
Ford  is  investing  billions  in  U.S. 
plants  and  factories.  And  together, 
the  entire  industry  added  nearly 
160,000  jobs.  We  bet  on  American 
workers.  We  bet  on  American  inge¬ 
nuity.  And  tonight,  the  American 
auto  industry  is  back.”  —  Jan.  24 
State  of  the  Union  speech. 

THE  FACTS:  Lost  in  Obama’s  vic¬ 
tory  lap  was  the  fact  that  Bush 
passed  him  the  baton. 

Pushing  against  a  reluctant  Con¬ 
gress,  Bush  steered  $17.4  billion  in 
emergency  loans  to  GM  and 
Chrysler  in  his  final  weeks  in  office, 
on  condition  they  shrink  debt,  nego¬ 
tiate  wage  and  benefit  cuts  with 
workers  and  submit  plans  to 
achieve  “long-term  viability,  inter¬ 
national  competitiveness  and  en¬ 
ergy  efficiency.” 

The  new  Obama  administration 
followed  with  more  than  $60  billion 
in  aid,  more  expansive  require¬ 


ments  and  hands-on  management  of 
the  crisis. 

With  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
jobs  at  stake,  ideology  took  a  back 
seat.  “Sometimes  circumstances  get 
in  the  way  of  philosophy,”  Bush  said 
in  a  speech  this  month.  “I  didn’t 
want  there  to  be  21  percent  unem¬ 
ployment.” 

Steven  Rattner,  who  led  Obama’s 
auto  task  force,  credited  Bush  with 
giving  his  team  “a  little  breathing 
room”  to  restructure  the  companies 
and  for  providing  a  framework  of 
“expected  sacrifices  that  paved  the 
way  for  our  demands  for  give-ups 
from  the  stakeholders.” 

Obama’s  account  of  the  automak¬ 
ers’  recovery  is  true  enough  but 
skips  key  points. 

For  one,  “we”  had  nothing  to  do 
with  Ford,  which  declined  a  bailout 
and  climbed  back  on  its  own.  Sec¬ 
ond,  viewers  of  the  speech  might 
not  know  that  Chrysler  is  an  Italian- 
owned  company  now. 

Obama  frequently  invokes  the  un¬ 
specified  “some”  who  thought  the 
industry  “should  die”  in  what  is  a 
veiled  swipe  at  Republicans  who  op¬ 
pose  the  bailout,  Romney  promi¬ 
nently  among  them,  But  like  the 
other  GOP  candidates,  Romney 
never  expressed  a  death  wish  for 
the  auto  industry.  Nor  did  Republi¬ 
can  congressional  leaders. 

At  most,  some  were  willing  to 
take  that  risk  by  having  automakers 
try  to  restructure  in  bankruptcy 
without  a  bailout. 

It’s  a  course  few  believed  would 
work  in  2008.  But  bankruptcy  is  in¬ 
tended  as  a  second  chance,  not  an 
execution. 

It’s  the  path  Obama  followed, 
though  with  massive  federal  aid 
that  sweetened  the  odds. 
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goals  with  a  community 
member  that  may  in  the 
field  that  they  are  consider¬ 
ing  pursuing,”  Farris  said.

Any  community 
member  who  is  working  in 
any  field  and  would  like  to 
come  in  and  sit  and  talk  with 
an  eighth-  or  lOth-grade  stu¬ 
dent  about  what  their  work 
is  like,  what  kind  of  educa¬ 
tion  the  student  needs  for 


that  job  or  what  they  need  to 
be  prepared  to  do  that  par¬ 
ticular  job  is  welcome,”  Dis¬ 
ney  said,  “With  more  than 
850  kids,  we  can  use  a  lot  of 
volunteers.”

‘women’  are  insulting 


Frogs  and 
taxpayers  in 
hot  water 

No  doubt  you’ve  heard  about  the 
frog  feeling  pretty  comfortable  in 
a  tank  of  cold  water  but  ending 
up  boiling  to  death 
as  the  heat  is  gradu¬ 
ally  turned  up. 

There  was  no  lid  on 
top  of  the  tank 
keeping  the  frog 
from  jumping  out. 

Yet  he  didn’t.  He 
stayed  in  the  tank 
and  literally  over¬ 
heated. 

Why?  Because  he 
didn’t  realize  the 
danger  he  was  in  —  at  least  not  until  it 
was  too  late. 

The  story  may  not  be  biologically  accu¬ 
rate,  but  it  works  metaphorically  to  de¬ 
scribe  the  plight  of  Kentucky’s  budget  and 
its  taxpayers. 

We  look  at  the  slam-into-the-wall  aus¬ 
terity  measures  occurring  in  Greece  — 
and  our  state’s  leading  politicians  scoff  at 
such  events  ever  happening  here. 

And  they  are  right  —  at  least  partially. 
The  seemingly  sudden  economic  catastro¬ 
phe  happening  in  Greece  likely  will  not 
happen  here.  In  fact,  what’s  happening  in 
our  country  and  commonwealth  could 
turn  out  to  be  far  worse. 

After  all,  if  you  turn  those  knobs  sud¬ 
denly  and  the  water  heats  up  quickly,  that 
frog  is  going  to  take  full  advantage  of  a 
lid-less  tank  and  jump  —  as  high  and  as 
far  away  from  that  disastrous  system  as 
possible. 

But  the  “knobs”  on  Kentucky’s  debt  are 
being  turned  up  gradually  enough  that 
today’s  politicians  see  no  reason  to  ad¬ 
dress  it.  The  water  won’t  boil  until  long 
after  they  begin  collecting  their  taxpayer- 
funded  pensions. 

Economists  predict  Kentucky  will  be 
one  of  the  first  states  in  the  nation  to 
reach  a  debt-to-GDP  ratio  of  90  percent 
—  but  not  until  2025. 

“A  lot  of  people  talk  about  Greece  and 
Argentina  and  those  types  of  debt  crises 
. . .  where  you  hit  a  wall  and  just  go  off  the 
cliff,”  said  Matthew  Mitchell,  an  econo¬ 
mist  at  George  Mason  University’s  Merca- 
tus  Center.  “But  there’s  another  way  that 
a  debt  crisis  can  unfold  . . .  (where)  you 
don’t  hit  a  wall,  you  just  settle  into  slow 
and  grinding  growth  rates  that  basically 
wipe  out  a  generation  of  economic 
growth.” 

Gov.  Beshear’s  administration  claims 
great  success  in  cutting  spending  during 
the  past  few  years.  But  that’s  true  only  if 
you  look  at  the  commonwealth’s  General 
Fund. 

“The  General  Fund  is  what  state  legisla¬ 
tors  like  to  talk  about,  but  it’s  not  by  any 
means  all  state  spending;  in  fact,  it’s  not 
even  a  majority  of  state  spending,” 
Mitchell  said. 

Considering  other  state  and  federal 
funds,  Kentucky’s  spending  is  up  an  infla¬ 
tion-adjusted  6  percent  during  the  reces¬ 
sion.  “So  not  only  does  it  appear  that 
Kentucky  is  nowhere  near  addressing  its 
fiscal  problem,  it’s  actually  moving  in  the 
opposite  direction,”  Mitchell  said. 

This  is  due  largely  to  hefty  increases  in 
spending  for  entitlement  programs  in  re¬ 
cent  years.  For  example,  Medicaid  spend¬ 
ing  has  increased  by  nearly  300  percent 
since  1987. 

Nationwide,  state  and  local  government 
spending  is  growing  at  twice  the  rate  of 
private  economic  growth. 

While  this  trend  has  been  occurring 
during  the  past  60  years,  the  water  is  now 
more  rapidly  heating  up. 

Between  1980  and  2009,  for  every  dollar 
that  the  private  sector  added  to  our  econ¬ 
omy,  state  and  local  governments  added 
$1.20.  Between  1990  and  2000,  govern¬ 
ments  added  $1.40  for  every  $1  grown  by 
the  private  sector.  And  since  2000,  govern¬ 
ments  have  been  growing  at  nearly  twice 
the  pace  of  the  private  sector,  adding 
$1.90  for  every  $1  contributed  by  the  pri¬ 
vate  economy. 

Like  Mitchell  said:  We’re  moving  in  the 
wrong  direction. 

“This  is  like  a  family  whose  income  has 
increased  fivefold  but  whose  spending 
habits  have  increased  tenfold  —  so  that’s 
what  we  mean  when  we  say  it’s  unsustain¬ 
able,”  he  said.  “You  cannot  constantly  out¬ 
pace  the  growth  of  the  private  sector  on 
which  you  depend.” 

At  least  not  without  boiling  the  frog  to 
death.

CHICAGO  —  My  sons  are  aghast  at  what 
we  call  the  new  “Lady  Legos.”  So  am  I. 

They  think  our  favorite  toy  manufacturer’s 
new  “Friends”  line  of 
building  kits  aimed  at 
girls  is  “stupid.”  My  two 
boys  don’t  view  Legos 
as  male  toys  in  need  of 
a  female  variety.  To 
them,  Legos  are  al¬ 
ready  gender-neutral. 

Of  course,  they  are 
biased.  The  most  fer¬ 
vent  evangelist  of  the 
multi-colored,  inter¬ 
locking  building  bricks 
in  their  lives  —  the  one  who  has  pushed 
them  into  Lego  clubs  and  Lego-building 
classes,  and  arranges  family  outings  to  the 
local  Lego  museum  —  is  a  woman.  Me. 

My  problem  with  the  new  “Friends”  Legos 
is  that  they  are  specifically  designed  to 
more-closely  resemble  the  rest  of  the  pink, 
girly,  personal-appearance-driven  claptrap 
already  cluttering  department  stores’  girl  toy 
aisles. 

When  the  new  building  sets  were  first  an¬ 
nounced  in  December,  they  inspired  angry 
reactions  from  offended  women.  Well  before 
the  toys  hit  stores  last  month,  a  change.org 
women’s  rights  petition  called  “Tell  LEGO  to 
stop  selling  out  girls!”  received  more  than 
52,000  signatures.

No  wooden  bowls 

Children  are  a  blessing  as  the  years  stack  up 


Maybe  you  have  seen  the  email 
that  is  going  around  about 
the  wooden  bowl.  We  have 
received  it  several  times  and,  every 
time,  it  makes  me  cry,  not  because  it 
is  sad  exactly  but  because  it  touches 
me  so  deeply. 

Basically,  it  is  the  story  of  a  young 
couple  who  have  a  young  child.  Cir¬ 
cumstances  present  them  with  a  big 
decision  to  make.  The  lady’s  elderly 
dad  can  no  longer  live  alone  and 
does  not  have  the  money  to  live  in  a 
nursing  home.  They  decided  to  bring 
him  into  their  own  home,  and  were 
happy  to  do  so.  But  reality  is  often 
different  from  what  we  imagine  and 
pretty  soon,  the  old  man’s  presence 
brought  stress  and  tension  into  their 
lives. 

The  biggest  problems  seemed  to 
come  at  meal  time.  He  often  would 
drop  a  fork  or  worse,  his  glass  of 
milk.  He  even  needed  help  cutting 
his  meat  or  getting  his  green  peas  to 
his  mouth  without  sending  them 
across  the  table.  It  got  to  where  they 
dreaded  meal  time.  Where  they  used 
to  share  stories  of  their  day,  or 


maybe  talk  about  their  next  vacation, 
it  seemed  like  meal  times  had  turned 
into  “the  feeding  of  Grandpa.”  They 
couldn’t  take  it  anymore. 

Their  fix?  They  placed 
a  card  table  and  chair  in 
a  corner  of  the  dining 
room  and  that  was  where 
the  old  man  had  to  eat. 

He  just  sat  there  where,  if 
he  spilled  or  dropped,  at 
least  it  did  not  ruin  the 
family  dinner.  Her  hus¬ 
band  had  made  him  a  big 
bowl  out  of  wood  and  all 
his  food  was  served  in 
that  bowl. 

One  day,  the  father  found  his  little 
boy  hard  at  work  in  his  workshop. 

The  child  was  almost  frantically  try¬ 
ing  to  fit  pieces  of  left  over  wood  to¬ 
gether,  pieces  left  over  from  the  big 
wooden  bowl  he  had  made  for 
Grandpa.  He  asked  his  son  what  he 
was  trying  to  do,  the  child  said,  “I  am 
trying  to  make  wooden  bowls  for  you 
and  mommy  when  you  get  old  and 
make  a  mess  at  my  dinner  table.” 

Wow!  I  just  stared  at  those  inno¬ 


cent  words  and  felt  tears  fall  down 
my  face.  You  see,  my  husband  Gene 
is  almost  87  and  I  am  80  and  we  drop 
stuff.  We  spill  and  veggies  roll 
off  our  forks  too.  But,  so  far, 
we  live  independently  in  our 
own  condo  and  when  we 
mess  up  or  forget  something 
or  roam  around  half  the 
night  because  we  can’t  sleep, 
well,  it  is  no  big  deal  be¬ 
cause,  so  far,  we  can  and  do 
clean  up  after  ourselves  and 
have  learned  to  be  quiet  so 
the  other  can  sleep  if  we 
have  the  “night  wanders.” 

But,  one  of  these  days,  the  health 
and  fitness  of  one  of  us  will  fail  and 
we  will  no  longer  be  so  independent. 
We  will  have  to  face  the  reality  of  ac¬ 
cepting  help  from  a  facility  or  from 
our  grown  kids  and  that  is  the  crux 
of  this  column.  Who  knows  what  will 
happen?  I  have  two  grown  children 
with  families  of  their  own  who  all 
live  near  us  in  Colorado.  They  are 
primarily  why  we  moved  here.  Every 
problem  we  have  had  after  moving 
here,  one  or  more  of  the  kids  have 


stepped  in  to  help  us.  When  I  bring 
up  the  fact  that  we  feel  like  we  are  a 
burden  and  we  take  up  too  much  of 
their  time,  their  answer  is  always  the 
same.  The  answer  is  that  they  love  us 
and  want  us  in  their  lives.  In  fact, 
they  often  tell  us  that  giving  their 
kids  the  chance  to  be  with  us  is  a  gift 
to  them. 

Somehow,  I  really  do  not  believe 
anyone  is  presently  making  us  little 
wooden  bowls.  I  also  don’t  think  any 
of  them  would  abandon  us  if  we  had 
to  have  “in  patient”  care  in  some  fa¬ 
cility.  Actually,  what  we  have  is  what 
is  called  “Every  Parent’s  Ultimate 
Blessing.”  And,  by  the  way,  the  email 
story  ends  when,  after  the  dad  finds 
his  little  boy  trying  to  make  the 
bowls  for  later,  they  brought  the  old 
man  back  to  their  dinner  table  and 
included  him.  It  took  a  child,  once 
again,  to  show  them  the  way.  The 
clarity  with  which  a  child  sees  the 
world  is  perhaps  the  truest  way  we 
all  should  view  it.  I  think  about  stuff 
like  that  a  lot  now. 

The  view  from  the  mountain  is 
wondrous.

WHAT’S  HAPPENING 
AT  THE  LIBRARY 

Digital  photography  lessons, 
genealogy  and  cowboys  thrill

You  have  to  be  careful 
turning  around  these  days 
—  there’s  always  the  threat 
of  either  running  into  the 
lens  or  spoiling  the  shot  of  a 
digital  photographer.  Digital 
photography  is  viral,  to 
stretch  a  metaphor,  and 
every  day  a  blue  zillion  digi¬ 
tal  photos  are  uploaded  to 
online  albums  like  Flickr,  Pi- 
cassa  and  the  greatest  social 
networking  tool  since  Face- 
book. 

Those  photos  are  your  first 
15  seconds,  your  make  or 
break  image,  second  inter¬ 
view  or  rejection  letter.  So 
it’s  worth  learning  how  to 
use  your  camera  and  how  to 
take  a  photograph.  (At  this 
moment  Santa  Claus  is 
marking  “hypocrite”  in  my 
naughty  column  because  I’ve 
had  a  digital  camera  for 
more  than  a  year  now  and 
have  never,  except  by  acci¬ 
dent,  taken  it  off  “auto.”) 
However,  if  you  want  to  take 
great  digital  photos,  the  li¬ 
brary  can  help. 

Check  our  calendar.  We 
often  present  programs 
about  taking,  editing,  and 
uploading  digital  photos.  We 
also  have  a  wonderful  pho¬ 
tography  collection,  books 
about  technique  and  photo¬ 
graph  albums.  This  month, 
take  a  look  at  the  nonfiction 
display  in  front  of  the  circu¬ 
lation  desk.  There  you’ll  find 
a  number  of  new  photogra¬ 
phy  books,  including: 

—  “Capture  the  Light:  A 
Guide  for  Beginning  Digital 
Photographers”,  by  Steve 
Meltzer.  An  introduction  to 
natural  and  artificial  light¬ 
ing  techniques. 

—  “Your  Camera  Loves 
You,”  by  Khara  Plicanic.  It 
teaches  the  basics  of  photog¬ 
raphy  and  digital  camera 
functions,  like  exposures, 
shutter  speeds  and  modes, 


that  you  can  apply  to  any 
camera. 

—  “Welcome  to  Oz  2.0:  A 
Cinematic  Approach  to  Digi¬ 
tal  Still  Photography  with 
Photoshop,”  by  Vincent  Ver¬ 
sace.  A  book  for  experienced 
photographers  who  like  to 
edit  in  Photoshop.  It  teaches 
you  how  to  visualize  the  fin¬ 
ished  print  and  then  use 
Photoshop  to  create  it. 

There  are  scads  of  other 
informative  and  inspiring 
photography  books  in  the 
770’s  in  non-fiction.  Need 
some  help  finding  a  photog¬ 
raphy  book?  Just  ask  at  cir¬ 
culation.  Have  a  question 
about  a  technique  or  a  cam¬ 
era?  You  can  get  help  at  our 
reference  desk. 

Which  leads  us  to  “Page  2” 
(as  Paul  Harvey  said)  of  this 
article.  At  2  p.m.  this  Thurs¬ 
day,  and  the  next,  March  1, 
Andy  Gary,  the  head  of  the  li¬ 
brary’s  reference  depart¬ 
ment,  will  be  offering  his 
“Let’s  Get  Started:  Geneal¬ 
ogy  101”  workshops.  If  you’d 
like  to  begin  studying  ge¬ 
nealogy,  or  you  want  to  brush 
up  on  genealogy  basics,  sign 
up.  The  library  will  provide  a 
genealogy  beginner’s  packet, 
including  materials  you  need 
to  get  started. 

By  the  end  of  these 


classes,  you  will  know  how  to 
ask  the  right  questions,  how 
to  develop  search  strategies 
and  how  to  access  records 
you  need  to  put  together 
your  family  history. 

After  completing  these 
workshops,  you  can  also  sign 
up  for  individual  help  ses¬ 
sions  in  our  local  history 
room  with  reference  and 
local  history  staff  who  will 
help  you  use  computer, 
paper  and  microfilmed  re¬ 
sources. 

These  programs  are  free 
and  open  to  the  public.  How¬ 
ever,  since  seating  is  limited, 
you  must  call  the  library  at 
744-5661  to  reserve  your 
seat.

John  Glenn  marks  50th 
anniversary  of  earth  orbit 


COLUMBUS,  Ohio  (AP)  — 
John  Glenn  made  his  his¬ 
toric  spaceflight  alone  in 
1962  but  celebrated  its  50th 
anniversary  Monday  among 
hundreds  of  people  within 
his  orbit,  from  fellow  head- 
line-making  astronauts  and 
NASA’s  administrator  to  fam¬ 
ily,  friends  and  students  at 
Ohio  State  University,  where 
the  public  affairs  school 
bears  his  name. 

They  watched  footage  of 
the  launch,  laughed  at  his 
enduring  sense  of  humor  and 
showered  him  with  applause, 
praising  the  man  who  be¬ 
came  the  first  American  to 
orbit  the  Earth  on  Feb.  20, 
1962. 

Neil  Armstrong,  the  first 
man  to  set  foot  on  the  moon, 


told  the  audience  at  the  cel¬ 
ebratory  gala  that  Glenn  was 
“no  ordinary  pilot.”  There 
was  a  need  for  leadership  in 
the  space  program  in  the 
early  1960s,  Armstrong  said, 
and  Glenn  “literally  rose  to 
the  occasion.” 

The  former  astronaut  and 
U.S.  senator  from  Ohio,  now 
90,  circled  the  Earth  three 
times  in  five  hours  and  was 
viewed  as  a  national  hero  for 
helping  to  lead  the  United 
States  into  space. 

“I  think  the  hero  thing  is 
in  the  eye  of  the  beholder,” 
Glenn  said  during  a  ques- 
tion-and-answer  session  with 
Annie,  his  wife  of  nearly 
seven  decades.  “I  don’t  look 
at  myself  that  way.” 

Asked  about  his  heroes, 


Glenn  said  he  admires  differ¬ 
ent  qualities  in  different 
people,  such  as  the  persever¬ 
ance  of  former  U.S.  Rep. 
Gabrielle  Giffords  of  Arizona, 
who  was  severely  injured  in  a 
shooting  last  year. 

Her  husband  Mark  Kelly,  a 
retired  astronaut  and  com¬ 
mander  of  the  space  shuttle 
Endeavour’s  final  mission, 
was  the  night’s  featured 
speaker  and  said  he  was  hon¬ 
ored  to  be  sitting  between 
two  of  his  own  heroes,  Arm¬ 
strong  and  Glenn.  He 
brought  the  audience  a  mes¬ 
sage  from  Giffords:  “Be  pas¬ 
sionate.  Be  courageous.  Be 
strong.  Be  your  best.” 

Glenn  urged  the  audience 
to  support  research  and  edu¬ 
cation.

Cal: 
Dogs 
a  test

LEXINGTON  — Playing  at 
Mississippi  State  tonight  and 
hosting  Vanderbilt  on  Saturday 
could  make  for  a  difficult  week 
for  No.  1  Kentucky,  but  that’s 
fine  with  coach  John  Calipari. 

“In  February  you  need  tests 
and  you  need  to  find  out  where 
you  are  at  this  point,”  Calipari 
said  Monday.  “This  isn’t  foot¬ 
ball.  You  can  drop  games  in 
basketball  and  still  be  fine,  so 
let’s  find  out  where  we  are,  and 
see  if  that’s  good  enough.” 

Mississippi  State  has  lost 
three  straight  Southeastern 
Conference  games  to  drop  to  6- 
6  in  league  play,  but  Calipari 
warned  that  the  Bulldogs 
should  not  be  underestimated. 

He  said  forward-center  Ar¬ 
nett  Moultrie  is  “a  double-dou¬ 
ble”  and  one  of  five  players 
that  could  go  for  30  or  more 
points  on  a  given  night.  He  says 
Moutrie  is  “very  long  and  ac¬ 
tive,  skilled  offensively,  can 
block  shots.  He’s  going  to  be  a 
handful.” 

Moultrie  averages  16.5 
points  and  10.8  rebounds  per 
game  and  shoots  54.9  percent 
from  the  field.  Calipari  plans 
to  have  “our  team  having  to 
guard  him”  rather  than  one 
particular  player. 

“He’s  as  good  as  anyone  in 
our  league.  He’s  that  talented. 
It’ll  be  a  challenge  for  us,”

Clark  coach  Jamie  Palumbo  said  Cole¬ 
man  is  one  of  the  elite  divers  in  the  state. 

“His  diving  style  is  top  level  and  he’s  a 
top  talent,”  he  said.  “He’s  not  even  near- 
peaking  yet,  but  the  University  of  Kentucky 


coach  (Ted  Hautau)  has  seen  Colby  and 
said  he’s  got  more  talent  than  the  best 
diver  that  he’s  got  right  now.” 

Coleman  competed  in  the  state  1-meter 
diving  event  last  year  and  finished  second, 
behind  winner  Justin  Youtsey  of  Beech- 
wood.  Youtsey  edged  Coleman  by  three 
points  (20-17)  in  last  season’s  state  diving 
event.  Logan  Stevens  of  Covington  Scott 
also  expects  to  challenge  Youtsey  and  Cole¬ 
man  for  the  state  title.  Coleman’s  goal  is 
simple. 

“I  would  like  to  win,"  he  said.  “Justin 
Youtsey  is  my  biggest  competitor.  We’re 
friends,  but  I  haven’t  beaten  him  yet.  I’m 
going  to  have  to  hit  every  one  of  my  dives,

another  that  leading  away  from  an 
ace  against  a  suit  contract  will  prove 
to  be  a  losing  proposition  in  the  great 
majority  of  deals. 

You  should  therefore  play  the  six 
of  hearts  from  dummy  at  trick  one, 
dismissing  the  unlikely  possibility  of 
West’s  having  the  ace. 

East  wins  the  heart  with  the 
queen  and  cashes  the  ace,  but  he  is 
fighting  a  losing  cause.  Whatever  he 
returns,  the  only  other  trick  you  can 
lose  is  the  ace  of  diamonds.  You 
don’t  lose  a  club  trick  because  your 
clubs  can  eventually  be  discarded  on 
dummy’s  diamonds. 

Now  let’s  suppose  you  impru¬ 
dently  played  the  king  of  hearts  from 
dummy  at  trick  one.  In  that  case, 
good  defense  would  defeat  you. 

East  takes  the  ace,  and  instead  of 
cashing  the  queen,  he  returns  a  low 
heart!  He  does  not  have  to  be  a 
genius  to  do  this.  East  realizes  that  if 
you  had  the  jack,  you  would  have 
played  low  from  dummy  at  trick  one 
rather  than  put  up  the  king. 

West  wins  the  heart  at  trick  two 
and  shifts  to  a  club,  and  in  the  full¬ 
ness  of  time  you  go  down  one.

If 
I  can  hit  most  of  my  dives 
like  a  can,  I  have  the  poten¬ 
tial  to  beat  him.” 

Coleman  dove  in  the  pool 
at  Louisville  during  the  reg¬ 
ular  season  and  has  a  feel 
for  what  to  expect  this 
week. 

“They  judged  me  pretty 
low,  but  I  still  got  a  pretty 
good  score,”  the  Clark  sen¬ 
ior  said. 

This  time  around,  Cole¬ 
man  said  the  “competition 
is  going  to  be  a  lot  harder.” 

“Some  of  the  guys  from 
Northern  Kentucky  didn’t 
come  to  that  meet,”  he  said. 
“I’m  just  going  to  have  to 
keep  my  nerves  under  con¬ 
trol  and  tiy  to  relax.” 

Coleman  earned  his  sec¬ 
ond  straight  Region  5  title  a 
couple  of  weeks  ago  in  the 
diving  event  held  at  Transyl¬ 
vania  University.  Although 
he  set  a  pool  record,  Cole¬ 
man  said  he  “didn’t  feel  like 
he  did  that  well”  against  re¬ 
gional  contenders. 

“It  (my  score)  wasn’t 
near  as  high  as  my  personal 
best,”  he  said. 

Palumbo  said  Coleman’s 
diving  skills  have  pro¬ 
gressed  in  his  two  years  as 
coach. 

“Once  he  realized  that  he 
was  being  recruited,  he 
started  figuring  out  that  he 
is  that  good,”  he  said.  “His 
work  ethic  improved,  he 
started  working  harder  and 
starting  learning  new  dives 
to  a  higher  degree  of  diffi¬ 
culty  and  he  has  just  sky¬ 
rocketed.  He’s  just  so  much 
better.” 

Palumbo  is  confident 
Coleman  will  perform  well 
at  Louisville  and  contend 
for  the  state  title. 

“He  has  got  a  lot  of  talent 
and  he’s  able  to  get  into  po¬ 
sitions  and  spin,”  he  said. 
“It’s  his  raw  talent  that 
makes  him  that  good.  His 
mental  (approach)  is  going 
to  be  the  key.  He  needs  to 
stay  cool,  calm,  relaxed  and 
focused,  because  that’s  the 
biggest  thing  that  could 
keep  him  from  doing  as  well 
as  he  can.” 
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that  way. 

“It’ll  be  at  home,  it’ll  be 
sold  out,  white-out,  blue- 
out,  blackout,  whatever 
they’ve  got  going  on.  It’s  the 
game,  so  it’ll  be  tough. 
They’re  going  to  play  great, 
and  we’re  going  to  have  to 
play  a  good  ballgame  to 
have  a  chance.” 

Moultrie,  who  transferred 
to  Mississippi  State  last 
year,  impressed  LSU  coach 
Trent  Johnson. 

“He’s  a  pro.  It’s  one  thing 
to  be  explosive,  but  to  be 
skilled  is  another.  He  is  a 
great  athlete  who  is  a  great 
basketball  player,”  Johnson 
said.  “It’s  hard  to  find  a  lot 
of  weaknesses.  He  is  spe¬ 
cial,  and  (Mississippi  State 
coach)  Rick  (Stansbury) 
knew  it  coming  out  of  the 
summer  tour.  He  is  effi¬ 
cient.  Look  at  his  percent¬ 
ages  and  what  he  is 
shooting.  A  lot  of  guys  are 
great  athletes  and  not  great 
basketball  players.  He  is  a 
great  athlete  and  great  bas¬ 
ketball  player.” 

Point  guard  Dee  Bost  av¬ 
erages  15.8  points  per  game 
and  leads  the  team  with  135 
assists  and  55  steals.  Fresh¬ 
man  Rodney  Hood  adds  11.1 
points  and  5.0  rebounds, 
and  center  Renardo  Sidney, 
whom  Stansbury  said  will 
be  a  “game-time  decision” 
after  he  missed  the  last 
game  with  back  spasms, 
contributes  10.4  points  and 
5.2  rebounds. 

Auburn  coach  Tony  Bar¬ 
bee  says  Bost  is  the  team 
“catalyst”  on  the  talented 
roster. 

“They  are  not  anywhere 
near  as  good  without  Bost 
and  the  plays  he  makes,” 
Barbee  said.  “Early  in  his 
career  he  thought  he 
needed  to  score  every  time 
down  the  floor.  He’s  grown 
into  a  leader.” 
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postseason. 

The  trey  came  after  the  Lady  Colonels  had  ral¬ 
lied  from  a  16-point  deficit  and  led  briefly  in  the 
third  quarter.  The  basket  gave  the  hosts  a  34-29 
lead  going  into  the  final  quarter. 

“I  just  looked  up  and  saw  it  go  in,”  Parido  said. 
“It  was  good  for  us,  because  it  got  us  back  in  the 
game  and  gave  us  the  lead.  We  were  all  shaky,  but 
we  got  the  win  and  that’s  all  that  matters.” 

Clark  (18-10)  advances  to  the  district  finals 
and  will  take  on  Montgomery  County  at  7  p.m. 
Wednesday  at  Norton  Gymnasium.  The  top- 
seeded  Lady  Indians  opened  the  tourney  with  a 
72-31  rout  of  Paris  to  earn  a  spot  in  the  finale. 

Parido  and  the  Lady  Cards  held  on  in  their 
tourney  opener  despite  missing  five  free  throws 
down  the  stretch  against  Bourbon  County,  a 
team  Clark  swept  during  the  regular  season. 

“We  played  extremely  well  and  shot  the  ball 
well  early,”  Clark  coach  Scott  True  said.  “All  of 
the  sudden  we  let  up  and  let  them  back  in  it.  But, 
the  big  thing  is  that  we  had  to  survive  and  ad¬ 
vance  and  that’s  what  it’s  about  at  this  point.” 

The  Lady  Cardinals  opened  on  fire,  connecting 
on  five  shots  from  long  range  and  scored  the  first 
eight  points,  before  the  Lady  Colonels  could 
muster  a  basket  at  the  3:25  mark  of  the  first 
quarter.  Lexxus  Graham  and  Paige  Taylor  pro¬ 
vided  the  fireworks  for  Clark  with  a  pair  of  threes 
in  the  first  eight  minutes.  Taylor  led  the  hosts 
with  seven  points  in  the  first  half. 

Taylor  paced  the  Lady  Cards  with  11  points 
and  made  a  clutch  trey  during  a  brief  7-2  spurt  by 
the  hosts  to  open  the  fourth  quarter.  Taylor  said 
Parido’s  shot  from  long  range  inspired  the  entire 
team. 

“ft  motivated  us,”  she  said. 

Taylor  connected  on  three  of  Clark’s  seven 
shots  from  behind  the  arc.  Graham  and  Parido 
followed  with  two  each. 

Clark  led  26-10  with  4:48  left  in  the  first  half, 
but  Bourbon  rallied  with  Clark  center  Sandra 
Skinner  on  the  bench  with  two  fouls.  The  Lady 


Colonels  scored  the  last  11  points  of  the  first  half 
and  trimmed  the  margin  to  26-21  at  the  break. 

Skinner  was  limited  to  just  four  points,  but 
sank  a  pair  of  clutch  free  throws  with  27  seconds 
remaining  for  the  final  margin. 

Bourbon  continued  its  surge  in  the  second 
half,  scoring  the  first  six  points,  giving  the  Lady 
Colonels  a  27-26  lead  with  5:28  left  in  the  third 
quarter. 

The  Lady  Cards  recovered  from  Bourbon’s  17-0 
scoring  spree  and  regained  the  lead  for  good.  The 
three-pointer  by  Parido  at  the  buzzer  to  end  the 
third  frame  gave  the  hosts  a  34-29  advantage 
going  into  the  final  eight  minutes. 

The  Lady  Cards  opened  the  fourth  quarter  by 
scoring  seven  of  the  first  nine  points  and  built  a 
41-31  lead  with  6:05  remaining. 

“We  had  to  keep  our  heads  up  and  fight  back,” 
Taylor  said.  “I  didn’t  worry,  because  I  knew  my 
team  would  pick  each  other  up  and  keep  moving, 
ft  was  a  good  win,  we  kept  each  other  up  and 
that’s  all  that  matters.” 

With  a  ticket  to  the  10th  Region  Tournament 
in  hand,  Clark,  the  defending  district  champion, 
shifts  its  focus  to  Montgomery  County,  which  won 
both  games  between  the  two  border  rivals  during 
the  regular  season. 

“They’re  an  awesome  team  and  I  give  props  to 
them,  but  we’re  not  bad,  either,”  Parido  said.  “We 
have  nothing  to  lose.  They’re  a  20-point  favorite 
and  we’re  going  to  put  it  on  the  line.  They’re  the 
ones  with  all  the  pressure,  we’re  just  going  to 
play  basketball.”
